The statement by the insurance men of the 
province and the counter-statement by Hon. E 
C. Manning sharply disagree on a good many 
points, The reader who is not familiar with the 


insurance business, and the terms employed in 
it, is thus at a disadvantage in trying to get a 
clear picture of the transaction about which the 
controversy arose, 

The facts appear to be that the Government 
is cancelling the policies hitherto carried on 
public buildings in the province; and is secur- 
ing partial insurance of these for the payment of 
a smaller premium, The Minister is reported as 
saying he does not know who the insurers are, 
and that the contract has not been examined. 
The prospective saving from the present cost he 
places at from $50,000 to $100,000 over a three 
year term. 

The insurance men

the reduced amount of the policies, though they 
had been promised an opportunity to present 
their case before any change made. To 
which Mr. Manning replies it would have been 
useless to give them this opportunity, since the 
license fees and other taxation they have to bear 
would make it impossible for them to compete 
with the London offer.

The unexpected has happened. Canada has 
purchased two modern British destroyers of the 
1931 class to replace the obsolete Canadian de- 
stroyers Vancouver and Champlain.

She 
will not run the risk of sending a fleet round 
from the Baltic as in the days of Rojestvensky, 
to be sunk without a trace. Instead, she has 
built up a fleet of small submarines, fast torpedo 
boats and swift destroyers, based on Harbin 
and other Pacific ports. They have been shipped 
in sections over the Siberian railroad, and 
assembled where they will be needed in event 
of hostilities. with Japan. There will be no 
repetition of the tragedy of the Straits of 
Tsushima, where Rojestvensky's lumbering, 
travel-stained ships, were sunk in an afternoon 
by the well-equipped war-vessels of Admiral
